NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 17 th July, 1972 

S.O. 489(E). —Whereas upon the application and with the concurrence of the 
persons proposing to apply property- in trust lor a charitable purpose, namely, 
for the establishment and maintenance of a college at KaJkaji in New Delhi to 
be known as ‘The Deshbandhu College, on the 6th day of September. 1952, the 
Central Government, In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 4 and 5 
of the Charitable Endowment Act, 1890 (8 of 1890), ordered by a notification 
No. RIIG/1K5)/52. dated the 5th September, 1952 that the property set out in the 
First Schedule to the said noification would, as from the publication of the said 
notification, vest and be thenceforth vested In the Treasurer of Charitable Endow¬ 
ments to be held by him anrl his successors (subject, to the provisions of the said 
Act and the rules made thereunder by the Central Government from time to time) 
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upon trust to hold the property and the income thereof In accordance with the 
trusts and terms set out in the scheme setforth in the Second Schedule to the 
aforesaid notification for the endowment of the said charity; 

And whereas the said notification also provides that under sub-section (3) of 
section 5 of the said Act, the Central Government further ordered that the said 
scheme would come into operation frpm the publication of the said notification; 

And whereas the Board of Administration, Deshbandhu College, Kalkaji, at a 
meeting held on the 24th day of May. 1972 resolved that the Central Government 
be requested to amend the scheme of administration of the Deshbandhu College 
(Delhi) Fund towards effecting the immediate transfer of the management and 
administration of the ailairs of the said Fund to the University of Delhi and for 
that purpose to divest the Treasurer of the properties of the said Fund and to 
transfer the same to the University of Delhi and to provide subsequent to the 
transfer actually taking place lor administration of the Deshbandhu College, 
Kalkaji. as a maintained college in accordance with the relevant Ordinance of the 
University of Delhi; 

And whereas on the 19th day of June, 1972, the Central Government, in exer¬ 
cise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 10 of the said Act, has 
directed the Treasurer to transfer the property vested in him under the said 
notification of the Government of India, dated the 5th September, 1952 and all 
other property accrued to the Deshbandhu College (Delhi) Fund from the date of 
establishment of that Fund and income thereof to the Unlversitv of D"lhl fully 
described in the Schedule annexed hereto: 

And whereas in pursuance of the notification of the Government of India. 
Ministry of Education and Social Welfare (Department of Education), S.O. No. 1685 
dated the 19th June, 1072, the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India has 
transferred the property of the Deshbandhu College (Delhi) Fund, as described 
in the Schedule to this notification, to the University of Delhi; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (2) and 
(3) of section 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (C of 1890), the Central 
Government, on the application and with the concurrence of the aforesaid Board 
of Administration, hereby substitutes the scheme for the administration of the 
Deshbandhu College (Delhi) Fund as hereinafter contained and it is hereby further 
ordered that the substituted scheme shall come into operation from the date of 
publication of this notification In the Official Gazette:— 

Scheme 

The assets of the Deshbandhu College (Delhi) Fund shall vest in trust In the 
University of Delhi. 

The assets of the Deshbandhu College (Delhi) Fund shall be utilised by the 
University of Delhi for the furtherance of the objectives for which these assets 
were vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endownments for India. 

The Deshbandhu College, Kalkaji, New Delhi shall be administered by the 
University of Delhi as a College maintained by the University and in accordance 
with the'provisions of the Delhi University Act 1922 (8 of 1922), and statutes 
and Ordinances of that Act. 


Schedule 

1. All that piece or parcel of land alongwith all buildings and structures stand¬ 
ing thereon (main College building Including Library and Reading Room Extension, 
Science Block, Servant Quarters, Canteen, Tube well, Godown, Fuel Room, Quarter 
for Gas-man and Latrine Block, all surrounded by a compound wall) situated 
at Kalkaji, New Delhi (Block ‘F’ Kalkaji) containing by admeasurement 17.47 
acres of land more or less and butted and bounded— 

On North by 75’ wide road from West to East for 545’-6” of the boundary 
line, 39’ approach head from North to South covering 180’ then turning 
along the boundary line towards East covering the remainder 328’: 

On East by Government and at present vacant: 

On South by 80’ wide road: 

On West by 44’ wide road with a block of houses (known as ‘F’ Block) and 
open land across the road.
